■While a memíer of this body his admi­ 
ration for the character of Calhoun in­ 
duced him to take steps, with Hon- J- 
H. Caldwell, at the time a member of 
the House, which resulted in the change 
of fhe Tuvis of Benton to Caihoun 
county. H^was one of a-eommittcc of 
three of the Alabama Legislature, ap­ 
pointed to receive the new Capitol build­ 
ing at Montgomery, when the Capital 
was moved from Tuscaloosa to that 
place.

D b a tk TOTiiE CtiR!?.4.!ST.WoBM.—H ere 
is w hat a correspondent of the Weelchj 
Tribune has to say about m anaging th e 
currant w orm : 
“ Tlie destruction of 
currant bushes for years past by worm s 
has been the m eans o f enhancing, the 
price o f that valuable fru it in most, m ar­ 
kets, w h ile w ith á little care it can. he 
cheaply protected. 
I t is a w ell-know n; 
fact that w hite hplleboro is sure death 
to the currant w orm , hut at the same 
tim e m any w ill not try it, w h ile others 
apply it ill such a w ay that it is soon 
w ashed off' b y rains, or on ly touches the 
tops and outside leaves, leavin g the 
Inside o f the hunch o f hushes for the 
worm to feed upon. 
T he w h ole seeret 
is to apply it on the under side o f the 
leaves, w here the worm fastens to eat. 
To do this I take a piece o f cotton cloth 
that the pow der w ill shake tlirough 
sparingly, about teiiin ch es square; put 
in about four ounces o f the powder, and 
gather it up about the end o f a stick 
about three feet lo n g and tie it on, 
m aking a sort o f a bag at th e end. 
I 
then m ake the application early in . the 
m orning before th e dew is off", by op en ­ 
in g the bunch o f hushes and putting 
the bag, end d ow n, n early to the bottom 
and shaking it. 
The current o f air is 
then upw ard, and th e leaves being 
damn, the pow der sticks to the under 
side. 
If the current o f air i s a little 
sidewaüis;. shake loiv on the iviiid side, 
on tlfeóu feid e o f the bunch o f bushes. 
It is n ot b esfto w ait the appearance of 
the w orm , butdoctor tlie bushes as soon 
as the hlossQ á^íre.iw ell developed and 
the leaves are‘hai|:v^tys’o-tiilrds grow n, 
and again aftefijjlie^S^uit has fairly sot. 
This w ill usuaiiy’ db'thc w ork for tiie 
.season- 
'riic'm alii point lo to ilg h tly 
apply tlie hellebore, and w ith these 
hints and a careful attention, w ith the 
use o f a little judgm ent, tlic currant 
bush can be preserved.” 


V E auly Cut H a v.—IBiyiiig w ill com ­ 
m ence

2 jier cent, of nitrogen. 
A writer in tlie .'icienlijic 1’ar/ner esti­ 
m ates that the value ot one pound of 
eggs, as food for susiuiuing toe active 
forces o f the body, I.s toUic vaine of one 
pound of lean beefas 1,5S.l to '.t'.iO. 
As a 
llesli producer one poiiitd o f eggs i.s abotiL 
equal to one pound of beef. 
A licn may be calculated to consume 
one bushel o f com yearly, and to lay 1-2 
dozen or IS pound.s o f eggs. 
This i.s 
equivalent to saying tiiat lisree ami one- 
tenths pounds of corn w ill produce, 
w hen fed to a hen, one pound o f eggs. 
A pound of pork, on the con trary're­ 
quires about five and onc-tuird pounds 
of corn for its production.

Jieritance ; it is a m ark o f d escen t from 
the low er anim als.

lost in man because its presence is n ot 
h u rtfu l. 
On th e other h and, if our 
ey es bad continued w h olly peri scopic, 
w e should n ever have beeeu able to 
coiicon tiate our vision, as w-e n ow do, 
upon sin gle objects. 


D ecay o f Tiiiibcr.—'W ot and dry rots 
are the two form s o f d ecay w liich At­ 
tack tim ber that is exp osed 
to the 
action o f tlio w eather, aud the causo of 
botii may be said to bo h eat w ith m oist­ 
ure. 
Coufined air and evaporation 
causo dry rot, and im perfect evapora­ 
tion w et rot to a greater or less degree. 
In vestigation show s tliat as a pre­ 
ven tivo again st these rots the tim ber 
should be w ell seasoned, aud if used 
where liab le to b e under tlie iuilueuce 
o f sun and rain sliould be w ell painted, 
or, if not painted, should b e itnpregria- 
ted with lin seed or oil o t tar. T lie best 
p reven tive, how ever, is foun d to be 
that o f allow in g a free circulation o f 
air around tlie tim bers, and fbo w alls 
to be allow ed to dry tliorouglilj' before 
tlie introduction o f tlie tim bers; sliould 
the tim bers liavo taken eith er o f tliese 
rots very little can be done to preserve 
them . 
In case tlie rot is p erceived to 
be a t the en d o f beam s only— wliere, in 
fact it gsn eraily com m ences—th e best 
iiietliod o f preserving the rest o f 
the 
tim ber is to effectually cu t aw.aj-the 
decayed portion aud scarf w ith sound ; 
if, iiow ever, this should not be practi­ 
cable, tlie w ood m ay bo scraped and 
cleaned o f all fun gu s or extraneous 
ijiattci- and then im iiregiiated witJi any 
of 
the usual oils.—U iitciiialli Trade 
L ist.

W e hope that m others w ill retaem bor 
good brandy is a cure for Sum m er 
com p lain t; In bad cases a teaspoonful 
in m ilk three or four tim es a day. 
A flannel.cloth, w et iu hot brandy,' 
or better, cam phor aud brandy m ixed 
and heated, w ill relieve the pain o f the 
bow els, if frequently 
laid over the 
stom ach and bow els. 
B its o f scraped ice are better on the 
tongue than drinks o f w ater. 
For stin gs and poisons, a strong so lu ­ 
tion o f saleratus and w ater im m ediately 
and then frequently applied, gives re­ 
lie f and sure euro. 
For burns, an im m ediate application 
o f fiour covering the burn and wrapped 
so as to exclude.the air; then burn lard 
till it is q u ite brown and apply, and 
r elief and cure w ill soon 'coméTY dq 
not wash,,off; the Hour if it clin g s, but 
put.the larafcvcr it. 
;A^t n ig h t,^ ' extrem e warm w eather, 
a lem on squeezed in tepid w ater, to 
spouge off th e tired-out little body, w ill 
give rest to both the m otlier and child. 
Saleratus is good, but the lem on is best. 
Even w ashing olf the little feet, neck, 
and palm s o f the hands in tepid, never 
verj' cold* w ater, w ill induce a h ealth­ 
ful sleep.

E iiubakb Meuingues.— W ash aud skin 
the rhubarb, cut it into inch len gths, 
and put it over the fire in a porcelain- 
lined saucepan in w hich is p len ty of 
sugar (do not add any w a ter); when 
tender, tliiuken it w itli a little corn­ 
starch m ade sm ootli in cold w ater. 
H ave ready deep pie plates, lined with 
a rich biscuit crust, (rolled thin,) pour 
in the rhubarb and bake in a quick 
oven. 
MTicn done, rem ove from tlie 
oven ; wlien cold, cover the tops w ith a 
mei'irigue o f beaten w hites of eggs and 
powdered sugar, flavored w ith lemon 
extract, 
lii m aking a m eringue, tlie 
usual proportion is the w hites o ffo u r 
eggs to a pound of powdered sugar— 
but lialf the sugar i liavc I'oiuid answ ers 
very w ell. 
TVlicii the pies are covered 
w ith the jiieriiigiic, return them to tlie 
oven u n til tliey a:e a delicate brown, 
wliicti ivill be in a m inute or tw o.

the biscuit crust, indy readers; it is far 
iiiore wliolesom e than ordinary pasle.

he out a crystal in the form o f a sphere 
aud, by experiiiK-nt.s upon it, ascer- 
taiued tli.at the tw o im ages o f tlie ray 
are superposed ou each other, so as to 
m ake no donlilo rofi-aclion, n o t only 
wlieii the ray pas.ses through the axis, 
but ahso wheu it passes throngh in a 
nhine direction 
perpcm iicular to the 
axis. From I’roi'cssor E a to o Y diiigrain 
it appears tliat the greate.st divergence 
to be attained by passing the ray 
through ill- an an gle o f 4-5 Ueg. to the 
axis o f toe ciy.sial. 
T he fact is de- 
cidetily inipoi'tant in tlie use o f the pol- 
ari.scope.

sess it also. Men u tterly illiterate, w ho 
cau neither read nor w rite, cannot pos- 
se.-s the se lf respect and am bition need­ 
ed to form skilled m echanics, neitlier 
can tliey be sufficiently enlightened to 
eoinprehem l their rights and duties, to 
know w hen they are w ell treated, or 
CO understand the tluctuations in busi­ 
ness w hich ju stify the rise and fall of 
w ages, 
i t is therefore a duty o f em ­ 
p loyers to em ploy none but persons 
sober, m oral, d iligen t, and accustom ed 
to reflect—m en w ith whom th ey can 
sit dow n and reason— w ho can under­ 
stand ju st conclusions, and feel the 
overruling propriecj’ o f abiding 
by 
them , 
"’here large establislim ents are 
organized on these principles, the busi­ 
ness m oves on w ith conleutm ent on 
both sid es—e.'tch respects tlie rights' of 
the other—im isunderstandings are qui­ 
etly settled w itliout strikes, and peace 
and m utual good w ill reign as in w ell 
regulated fam ilies,

ployers, and w ith w orkm en suitably

4. For the sam e 
reason, th e best results m ay be looked 
for as to q u ality and q u antity o f pro- 
ihiets. 
Ó. in terests o f custom ers and 
consum ers are better subserved w ith 
fabrics made upon honor. 6. Ignorance 
is the generator o f crim e and viec, pro­ 
ducing the w orst consequences w here 
it prevails.

The Minister foe Foreign Affairs has 
addressed the following circular to the 
diplomaric agents of the Porte abroad : 
I continue to perform the most painful 
duty in calling your attention to the new 
acts of barbarity which, from the tele­ 
grams received by the Sublime Porte, are 
committed by the Russians in the cities 
and villages they invade. 
They do not 
limit themselves to plunder the Mussul­ 
man population of all it owns, but they 
also subject the women and children to 
the most shameful and dreadful tortures, 
and that even the day after a proclama­ 
tion by the Emperor Alexander, wherein 
was promised to the Mussulman inhabit­ 
ants security and justice for their per­ 
sons, their families and their property. 
'I’he following are some of the recent 
acts of cruelty which have been brought 
to our knowledge: 
The inhabitants of 
Terns, near Tirnova, having on the ap­ 
proach o f the enemy taken refuge in the 
mosque, were burned alive in the enclos­ 
ure. 
The enemy having met three hun­ 
dred carts filled with fugitive families 
destroyed them with cannon shots, then 
completed 
their work of extermina­ 
tion in inas=acrÍD^ all the men and 
women they could find in every suburb 
or village occupied by Russian troops. 
Tbe dwellings of the Mussuimans were 
given up to the flames. 
The Bulgarians, 
excited by íhe example o f tbe Russians, 
commit against the peaccfnl and resigned 
.Mmesnlman population acts e f barbarity 
and outrages still moie atrocious an.f 
more horrible than those perpetrated by 
the invaders. _ It is necessary that the 
civilized world should be acquainted with 
those horrors to express its indignation 
and to brand them.

Í 'lYASHiNGTOiL'Aug. 2.—The'Tiirks to 
^tlie-number of fifty ' thousand, ’ opoupicd 
a series of .positions 'at Plevna, naturally 
strong and .artificially fortified' at every 
point. 
The attacking force of Russians 
consisted of the 9th army corps, under 
Gen. KruddPer, the 30th division and 
30th brigade of the 2nd division, under 
Prince Cchackosky, with three brigades 
of Cavalty and one hundred and sixty 
guns. 
The Rltssians carried their lines 
of defense, and towards the close of the 
day got a foothold in Plevna'itself, but 
finally lost all. 
The Turks at. sundown 
commenced a continuous forward move­ 
ment; prolonged by the Bashi Bazouks, 
who murdered the wounded. 


THE ADVANCE OF RUSSIANS IN ASIA. 


E r z e r o d m . Aug 2.—The Russian cen­ 
tre, which has been re-enforced by four­ 
teen battalions of infantry and three 
field batteries, has resumed the offensive. 
There has been continued fighting on 
the advanced linos before Kars. 


L o n d o n , Aug. 3.—The Daiij/ News’ 
correspondent, who is with Prince Scliac- 
koskoy’s command, sends from Poredin, 
near Plevna, a graphic account of Tues­ 
day’s battle. _ The following 
closing 
scenes give a vivid idea o f the extent of 
tbe Russian disaster: 
“ And now all hope of success any­ 
where was dead ; nor did chance offer to 
make the best of defeat. 
Prince Schac- 
koskoy bad not a man left to cover tbe 
retreat 
The Turks struck without stint. 
They had the upper hand for once, and 
were determined to .«how that they knew 
how to make the most of it. 
They ad­ 
vanced in swarms through the du.«k on 
their original first position, and captured 
the Russian cannons before the batteries 
could be withdrawn. 
Turkish shells be­ 
gan once more to whistle over the ridge 
above lladishova and fall into tbe village 
behind, now crammed with wounded. 
The streams of wounded wending their 
painful way over the ridge was incessant. 
The badly wounded mostly lay where 
they fell. 
Ijater, in the darknes» a bale­ 
ful ;ort of Kravkentrceger swarmed over 
the battlefield, in the shape of Ba.shi- 
Bazouks, who spared not. 
Lingering 
there on the ridgo lili the moon rose the 
stoff could hear from below, on the still 
night air, crie.s of pain and entreaty for 
nicrcy, and the yells ef bleed thirsty 
fanatical triumph. 
It was, indeed, an 
hour to wring the strongest heart. 
We 
stayed there to learn, if it might be, 
what troops were coming out of the 
'\’^alley of the Shadow of Death below, 
were there, indeed, any at all to come. 
It did not seem to be the case. 
The 
Turks had our range before dark, and 
we could watch the flash of flame over 
again.st us and then listen to the scream 
of the shell as it tore by us- 
The sound 
of rifle ballets was incessant, and the es­ 
cort and retreating wounded were struck. 
About nine o'clock the staff quitted the 
ridge, leaving it littered with the groan­ 
ing iiion, and moving gently, lest we 
sliould tread on the ])rostrate wounded, 
we lost our way a.s we had lost our army. 
The most moderate estimate is that we 
have lost two regiments, say five thou­ 
sand men. 
A ghastly number, heating 
Kylan or J-'riedland. 
This takes no ac- 
accoimt of Gen. Krudener’s losses, which 
is reported very heavy. 
One c.annot. at this moment of hurried 
confu.sion, realize all the possible resultó 
of this stroke so ra.slily courted- 
Not a 
Eu.s.sian .soldier stands between Tirnova 
and the victorionsTorkish aruiy. I look 
on Prince Schaeko.skoy’s force as wreck­ 
ed, as no longer for this campaign to be 
eüiíiiteú-os a ughting integer. 
Another correspondoiu, a t tíímniíra, 
give.-; an account uf the retreat: 
“ The road from Poredin to Bulga- 
reni was cumbered with broken and re­ 
treating troops wholly destitute of order; 
officers without soldiers, soldiers wiiliout 
officers, without cohesion, and mostly 
without arms. 
At the narrow bridge 
near Balgarenf there was wild coufusion 
and a complete block ; tumbrils, ambu­ 
lance wagons, provision wagons, officers, 
caleches, led horses, and carts filled with 
wounded, all were jammed in indiscrib- 
able chaos. 
A staff officer estiuiates the 
los.'i. in the whole force, at between .six 
and seven thousand men in killed and 
wounded.

Gourkos corps is said to be short of pro­ 
visions and ammunition. 
Rustchuk is 
no longer invested from the land side 
and communication with Shumla was 
opened yesterday. 
Gen 
Gourko has 
sent word to Tirnova that his foices are 
too scattered to protect the Christians in 
various places against the certainty of 
massacre. 


L o n d o n , August 7.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople says in a naval engage­ 
ment on the Sulina river, the Turkish 
ironclads attacked seven Russian gun­ 
boats and destroyed two of them.

N ot all the Northefn people and 
papers continue to tliik 6 f “ the 
inbred 
lawlessness of 
Bputhei^ 
blood.” 
On the contrary/:', sóníé' 
few are 
new holding us up as 
models o f good behavipf. 
That 
excellent paper, the J^ew YorK 
J ou p ia l o f Commerce, foi* instance, 
is just enough to 
say that the 
Southern papers do not praise the 
orderly and law-obeying conduct 
of the Southern workingmen dur­ 
ing the recent strikes a whit too 
highly. 
It may be said that pov­ 
erty and suffering are not so com­ 
mon among the laboring classes o f 
the South as among those at the 
North and W est, and therefore the 
former had not the motive for an 
uprising 
which 
actuated 
great 
masses of thoughtless and passion- 
atemen in other sections. 
It is 
true that the cities of the South 
are not as crowded as those of the 
North with men who cannot get 
work, or tramps, or 
dissatisfied 
laborers. 
B ut the real reason for 
the quiet o f the South when all 
other parts of the country were 
overrun by mobs, was the peaceful 
disposition oE_. her people. 
I f the 
poorer whites of the South had 
felt quarrelsome, cither toward the 
rich railroad companies or individ­ 
uals, or toward the colored race, 
they would not have failed to show 
their teeth during the late riots. 
That tlvey went through all that 
week of crisis and kept the peace 
in Richmond, .Charleston, Savan­ 
nah, Mobile, 
New Orleans, and 
other large cities of the South, 
where there were few regular or 
volunteer soldiers on hand to keep 
order, is a test proof o f their wil­ 
lingness to obey the laws, to work 
for a living, and to dwell in amity 
with all men.

interest, and i? already on the 
verge of bankruptcy or repudia­ 
tion, and if the Pennsylvania and 
the other losers press their demands 
one or the other in all probability 
will follow-. 
A Pennsyivania offi­ 
cial has stated that threatened 
bankruptcy compelled the late re­ 
duction of prices. 
I f such is the 
case, this must be all but a death- 
dealing blow.— St. L ouis Times.

rebel yell was a peculiar m ixture 
m ixture of sounds, a kind o f 'weird 
shout. 
General Jackson ■was greet" 
ed with it 'whenever he made his 
appearance to the troops, on the

knorving his habit, would break 
into a gallop and never halt until 
the shoUt had ceased.

out tho whole corps.

A dozen hens and one cock 
in a quarter-acre yard w ould do w e ll; 
but if coufined ia a yard 20 or 30 feet 
square they w ould not be profitable, 
unless their feed should alm ost entirely 
consist o f the waste o f the fam ily table. 
From a bushel and a quarter to a bushel 
and a h alf of grain is consum ed In a 
year by every fow l, at a cost o f about 
one dollar, w hen no w aste from the ta­ 
ble is given to them ; and good breeds, 
such as the Brahm as, Plym outh Pock, 
Leghorns and H am burgs, w ill annually 
lay each about 150 eggs, if not closely 
confined, w orth in m ost places from $2 
to «3. Then a fam ily having 15 or 20 
fow ls, m ay have poultry to kill in the 
winter worth ?50 at least, by raising 
chickens 
and 
k iilin g 
the 
surp/us 
roosters, and the old stock as above 
stated; and thus poultry-keeping is cer­ 
tainly profitable. T he lig h t Brahmas 
and P lym outh R oc’ss are much better 
table fow ls than the Leghorns and H am ­ 
burgs, th e latter being sm all and chierty 
valuable for laying.

T h e E n glish m ole is rather 
sm all, w itli short, thick, blue fur; its 
feet are large, broad, and pow erful, 
used in hurrowiug; its n ose is also v eiy 
strong, for the .same purpose. 
It runs 
iu burrows, underground generally 
I 
have seen it, w hen plow ed up in com 
fields, burrow under th e loose soil 
rapiuly, sim oiy b y the use o f its nose, 
going, even iu hard ground, faster than 
a d og can follow by diggin.g. 
I sap - 
pose thi.s m ole hibernatc.s in extrem e 
cold w eather, as 1 have n o t noticed it 
during the colder part last rvinter. 
I 
think for this reason that its food m nst 
he chiefly worm s and in.-;ect5, as these 
are all gon e in cold w eather. 
“T h e other m ole is about as large as 
a half-grow n rat. 
Its fu r i.s grayish 
brown on the outside, but blue close to 
the skin. 
Iis feet are not so large or 
pow erful as those o f rlie E nglish m ole, 
and its runs are m ostly on the surface 
o f the ground, under grass, w eeds, or 
rubbisli. 
Its 
nostrils are extended 
beyond all other parts o f the nose. 
Its 
sm ell is very acute, alse its heaving, 
but its vision is ¡)oor, m .akineit depend 
upon its sm ellin g and hearing for its 
principal gu id es in the rapid pursuit of 
insects. 
T h e m ole’s m outh iia.s, in the 
fore part, four lon g sharp 
incisors ; 
—two iu upper, two in low er jaw s, like 
the .squirrel .and other rodents.

I f thecolor is rii'obcd 
smooth in a little water, and tlien m ixed 
w ith tlie wasli, it w iil be more even. If 
the w alls liave been previously w liite- 
washed, scr.ape aw ay all tliat w ill come 
off, and wash witli a solution of white 
vitriol, tw o ounces in .a pail of water. 
The vitriol w ill be decom posed, ior.miug 
zinc w hite and piaster o f Fari.s, to 
which tlie kalsom iniiig easily adheres, 
ft is im portant to dissolve the glu e in a 
hot-water b atli; for if .'oorcbed by too 
great beat, its tenacity is impaired or 
destroyed. 
Il'liitin g is sim ply chalk 
freed from im purities and reduced to a 
line poivder. 
Tiiere is great difl'ereiice 
in w hitew ash bru.slies, and tlie beauty 
of tlie work, .as w ell as the ease of p er­ 
form ing it, depends very m uch on a 
good brush, m aking it well wortli w iiile 
to pay Uie difl'ereiice betw een a good 
one and a clieap one.

The answer 
was plain enough this time, and in a 
tone that commanded attention: ‘-I 
am no beggar, sir.”

With a curious spasmodic twist he dove 
into it and brought out a tin box lab­ 
elled Prof. ----------- ’s soap; xvarranted 
to take out grease spots, etc. In this as 
in every motion, his arms and hands 
and fingers made wild attempts before 
iliey succeeded in their purpose, like 
those of a three or four month’s old 
babe, that has not yet come in possess­ 
ion of itself. 
“What brought you into this condi­ 
tion, my friend?” said I, looking doxvii 
upon him. 
•‘I xvas born a cripple, sir,” he said. 
“Put,” he added, quickly, as though 
lie saw some sympathy in my face, and 
would refuse It, “you must not think 
that I suffer, for I don’t.

I could liardly look in his face xvhile 
he w as speaking, his endeavors were so 
distressingly labored. I rarely give to 
beggars; for tliat very reason I am al- 
xvays reluctant to turn axx-ay any one. 
from the gamin xxdio is sxveeping the 
street crossing up, who is endeavoring 
to earn an honest living. 1 bought Iris 
patent soap and gave him the price—a 
quarter. He turned to go away; 1 
slioiild as soon have thought of offering 
charity ^ a n y other independent mer- 
cliant as m him, but I stopped him xviili 
a question. It needed but a very little 
touch of sympathy to open his heart.

All this and much more—for I am 
compressing a long story in a short one 
—with labored speaking; and labored 
listening, for it xvas always not quite 
ea.sy to understand what xvas the word 
xvhich the corkscrexv brought up. Like 
an old cork it was broken, and always 
came up in fragments.

Nickel Platint;. 
Some time ago Herr Stolba published 
a method of plating iron and steel by 
tlie simple immersion process, and Hie 
fullowliig plan has been recently put 
forward by him asan improvement: 
To a dilute solution (5 to 10 per cent.) 
of as pure cliloride of zinc as possible, 
there is added enough sulphateof nickel 
10 color it strongly green. This is 
heated to ebullition in a porcelain ves- 
■?el. The objects, being completely 
cleaned of grease, are tlien suspemieU 
in the liquid so that they tonch each 
other as little as may be; and the boil­ 
ing is kept up for from half an hour to 
an hour, water being from time to time 
added in place of tbatex-aporaled. The 
nickel is precipitated in a brilliant 
white layer wherever the surface of the 
object is not greasy or rusty. 'I’Le 
operatiou can be continued for several 
hours if desired; but the placing will 
not thus be rendered much thicker. 
-After removing the objects, they are 
xvashed with xx-acer holding chalk in 
suspension, and carefully dried. They 
may afterwards be cleaned vrith chalk, 
and they take a fine yelloxvish-toiied 
polish. The chloride of zinc used should 
coutaiu no metal precipiiable by iron. 
When it can not be obtained of sufficient 
purity. It may be made by dissolx-iiig 
zinc scraps in hydrochloric acid, and 
allowing the solution, containing an 
excess 01 metallic zinc, to rest, in order 
that Che metals precipitaii!? by the zinc 
may separate. Filter at the end of 24 
hours, auJ the solution is reaily tor use; 
each portion of zinc dissolved corres­ 
ponds to about 2.1 parts of chloride ol 
zinc. TUe sulpuate of nickel should 
also be as pure as possible, and Che cold 
solution should not precipitate when a 
plate of iron is plunged in it, as would 
happen, for example, if it coutained 
copper. When during the operation 
the liquid becomes a pale grceii, owing j 
to the precipitation of nickel, more sul­ 
phate must be a-Jded until the intense 
green is retained. 
When the usetl 
liquid is exposed to the action of air, it 
deposits hydrated oxideof iron, coining 
from the dissolx-ed mi.tal. It should be 
filtered, and more chloride of zinc aud 
sulphate added, when it may be again 
used. In the same way polished iron 
and steel objects may be covered with 
a brilliant placing of cobalt, by using a 
sulphate of cobalt solution. The ap­ 
pearance of this placing ditt’ers very lit­ 
tle from that of polished steel. Xiie 
distinguishing ch-aracteristic is the 
light rose-colored tint. The author 
sutes that the plating xx-ears well. 


H ospitality.

A good deal which in 
colder regions Is ascribed to a mean 
disposition, belongs really to a mean 
temperature.

Com post.— A re not m any o f our far­ 
m ers m istaken in the valu e o f com post 
m anure? 
i s It n ot often th e case that 
th ey rate th e increased valu e o f the 
m anure h y th e num ber o f cart"loads o f 
earth w h ich they have added to it? W e 
m ust not forget that the earth adds very 
little m anurial value to the pile, and in 
reality does little but induce a inucii 
quicker and m ore rapid action by short­ 
en in g and divid in g the m anure and pro­ 
ducing a m ore rapid and m uch earlier 
decay. 
It is on ly a question o f th e ra­ 
pidity and duration o f action. 
I f quick 
and rapid action is needed for a short 
tim e, then com posting is the plan, and 
the on ly question of doubt w ill be 
w hether th is kind of action w ill pay 
the increased cost of com posting. 
If 
from th e nature o f the case a gradual 
and prolonged action is needed then 
com posting is not the proper plan. 
Through all w e m ust bear in m ind that 
but a little is added by this plan, and 
that for th is gain alone it w ill not repay 
the exp en se. A sim ilar m istake is often 
made in valu in g barnyard m anure for 
the large am ount o f straw w h ich may 
have been passed through th e stables 
and into the yard. 
I f en ou gh straw or 
fodder has been applied to absorb all 
liquids and prevent their w aste, but lit­ 
tle is gained in value by a further addi­ 
tion, and in the after Iiandling the 
extra am ount o f lon g straw m ay prove 
an actual loss, and in m any cases it 
would be m ore econom ical to apply it 
rlin ct'y to the land. 
W e in u stn ot m is­ 
take biilk for value. 


SCIENTIKir. 


T u e C u l t u r e o e C h in e s e Y a m s.— Get 
the righ t kind o f soil and properly p re­ 
pared, p lan t the tubers, aud the largest 
share o f the work is done. F or best re­ 
sults select a deep, dry, and ricli, soil, 
altliougli they w ill grow in alm ost any 
kind of soil w here w heat or corn w ill, 
and do w ell. 
I have had them grow to 
a depth o f m ore than two feet w here the 
soil is not more than eigh t inches deep. 
They grow w ith the large end dow n­ 
ward; consequently they have to be dug 
out. 
They should be cultivated a few 
times tlie first season to keep the soil 
loose and free from weeds. 
A fter the 
first year th ey require but little a tten ­ 
tion—sim ply keep the w eeds dow n w ith 
the scythe, or hoed dow n, as you pre­ 
fer. 
W hen cultivated in the proper 
kind o f soil, the sm all tubers w ill, alter 
the first year, penetrate the earth per­ 
pendicularly tw o or more feet, and w ill 
increase in size each year for a number 
of years, and are suitable for cooking at 
any tim e in the year. 
W hen cooked, 
the yam is dry and farinaceous, much 
.-esenibling in taste and appearance, the 
common Irish potato. 
Tlicy should be 
lelt in the ground unci! wanted for tlie 
cable, .as they keep better there, and 
freezing does not injure them , but tlicy 
w ill grow again the next season. Tliey 
have no insect enem y, and drouth stO]is 
cheir grow in g only w hile it lasts. 
A 
Iierson can plant enough ato n e time to 
la.“t his fam ily for year.s, each year 
bringing larger yam s. 
For tlie,-c rea­ 
sons 1 consider them safer to depend on 
than the potato, w hich lias its enem ies, 
and is so sensitive to a little freeze.— 
Western Mural.

A t present, o f course, th e w hole 
en ergies o f th e com pany are directed 
to pu ttin g th e h eader alon g so fa st as 
possible, 8 0 as to g et at tlie Com stock. 
A hni'o is not so m uch opposition to the 
project as form erly am ong the m ine 
ow ners and property ow ners of V ir­ 
gin ia and G old H ill, and it is conceded 
th at the tu n n el w ill save great expense 
draining the m ines. 
Still th ey objoer 
to the two dollars per ton royalty on 
ores; but if it is proved that tlie tunnel 
w ill dram and ven tilate the m ines, they 
can afford easily to pay that sum w ith­ 
ou t grnm bliug. 
T lie projectors o f the 
enterprise h ave show n indom itable 
pluck and en ergy in carrving out the 
plan am id so m any difficulties; and 
even if the tu n n el is not constructed 
as it should be, as som e aver, there 
w ill be p lenty o f opportunity to en 
large, 
strengthen, 
and im prove it.

(xlyeyrrJtizin.— T lw word ‘‘glycyrrhi- 
zin” is tlie nam e applied to the acl ive 
priticiple o f th e licorice root, wliicli 
be.ars the botanical nam e o í ylycyrrhiza 
glabra and g. echinata. 
It has usually 
been de.scrihed as an am orphous, y e l­ 
low ish-w hite powder. 
Haberm an has 
succeeded in prep a rin g tiin a tlie com ­ 
m ercial article sold by Tromrasdoift', 
by treating it with 
a 
considerable 
quantity of glacial acetic acid, an 
alm ost colorless substance, wliieh cry 
stallizes from 
alcohol in 
piism atic 
needles which usually form hem is­ 
pherical m asses. 
T his substance is 
extrem ely soluble in w ater and in 
strong alcohol, less soluble in absolute 
alcohol, and as good as iusolubis in 
ether. 
Jt lias an intensely sw eet taste 
w ith an irritating after-taste, and i 
niauy o f its properties corre.sponds re­ 
m arkably with 
glycyrrhizin 
as d e­ 
scribed by Gorup-Be.sanez in 1S61. An 
alcoholic solution of tliis with an alco- 
liolic solution o f calcium chloride gives 
a w h ite floccnleut precipitate, and a 
sim ilar precipitate is obtained by m ix­ 
in g an alcoliulic solution of glycyrrlii- 
zin w ith one o f sugar o f lead.

About the time that everybody had 
the grape fever some genius proposed 
as an invaluable diseovery, that the 
leaves should mo.-tly be plucked from' 
tlie vines, “ to let in the sun }'ou know” 
on tlie cliisters of fruit. Stralght«'ay 
many of our cultivators swallowed the 
bait, and later they had ruined utterly 
both fruit and vine. Summer-pinching 
of fruit trees acts somewhat in the same 
manner, when practiced to excess; in 
fact any operation tending to defoliate 
our trees sliould be carefully performed 
and only when absolutely necessary, 
which, 1 am old-fogyish enough to be­ 
lieve, seldom happens. Many of the 
diseases that ell’ect our trees either 
originate on the foliage or become ap­ 
parent tiiere, owing in a great measure 
to their delicate organization and tlie 
vital relation they bear to till otiier 
portions of the tree itSelf. Without 
healthy, vigorous foliage it is utterly 
unpossible to prodiieegood fruit, in fact 
poor fruit may be traced back to a dis­ 
ordered condition of the foliage or else 
to some disease in the tree wiiicii is only 
apparent in the loaves. 
Tlie usual pear-blight, that terrible 
seoitrge wliieh works so my.-lerionsly 
first becomes ujiparent to the conimon 
observer in tlio withering leaves; but 
even before that stage of tiie disease we 
can always notice, and by the aid of an 
ordinary m.agiiifying glass readily de­ 
tect, a peculiar utiliealtliy appearance 
on the bark. On the contrary, liowever, 
liie peculiar.-pot on the pear leaf, wliieh 
plainly signifies an unliealtliy eoiidition 
of the tree, is due to the pre.-enoe of 
fungi, and may very easily be examined 
under a strong leu.-. Whenever this i.- 
tlie ease, weak gro«'th and imperfectly 
developed fruit are the coiiseqiienco. 
One need not go beyond the foliage to 
detect the ids that beset tlie healtli cd’ 
all our trees; for should tliese organs 
be large, perl'eotly developed, and of a 
rich green color, nothing more will be 
required. W'e know to a i-ertaimy that 
ali witliin is well, just as iiositivcly as 
does a phy.-iciaii wiio detects the pre­ 
sence of di.-ea.-e in his patient by tlie 
usual oiit«'ard evidences. Leaves are 
more u.-efnl in the economy of the 
plant’s life than tvc liave been accus­ 
tomed to think. 
We know that during the season of 
aiiparc-iu rest in the plant leave- are 
mostly wanting, there is no apparent 
need of their .-erviees, but tlie nioiiient 
growtli begins tlie forniation of leavcs 
is coeval therewith. Xot alone to the 
roots i.s aceorded the principle of gather­ 
ing .-usieiiance for die tree’s life, al- 
Jhojigh..wer}-_niaij.A' cultivators a|)pear 
to think .=0. Rrovided the soil is dioi- 
oughly enriched, in their judgment 
everything neces-ary to su.-tain life ha.= 
been aceomidisiied; and yet the cle­ 
ment.- of nutrition coiit-ained in the at- 
nios¡ihere are of great advantage in tlie 
economy of nature. Certain localitie.s 
are injurious to plant life, as for iu- 
staiit-e the smoke am! ga-es incident to 
most large cities; on the contrary, it is 
a wcll-kiio«-n fact that tlie atinosiiliere 
in .some sections is Iiigiily nutritious to 
vegetation, and all else being equal, the 
gro«'lh of plant- in such will be greatly 
in ext-e.-s of others wiiore the atmos- 
pliore is c-.-entiaily dill’ereiit. Again, 
every llori.-t is well aware of the iin- 
portaiice of a proper atiuo-phere for tlie 
development of plants; how that some 
e.-pecial standard for heat, light, and 
moiilure mu-t be observed for eaeli 
class of vegetation, if sucee.ss in eiilture 
be secured. 
AU this is owing to the efi'eet pro­ 
duced b}- tbe a^tioii of tlie foliage. 
Wliile soiin; genera, or even species, 
greatly prefer a vivy humid atmos­ 
phere, other- wofiid i-itken and die 
under -iicli treatment. Plant.- of a 
i 
euleiit nature seem to require a ¡3,!!' 
lectly dry air in which to grow, oSv 
le.a.=c during the Winter season, and 
majority of them, while resting, pre 
a cool iem]ieratiire, and vice versa «■

every one else it m aybe (piite fam iliar, 
and- tim e w ill make it so to us also. 
Thus to the in fan t everything is n ew ; 
to the youth, m any th in g s; to the old, 
bu t few. 
Jiovelty is then only a rela­ 
tion, and th at a transient one, hetwecn 
an y su b ject or thing and our knowledge 
of it. 
We are so constituted, how ever, as to 
receive jjleasure from tliis relation. 
It 
arouses our senses and faculties into 
action, and th at activity is the chief 
source of happiness. 
Sensation or feel­ 
ing of any kind, w hen unvaried and 
continiioiis, palls upon us, and wears 
itself out. 
Tiie 
eye, 
the ear, the 
tlioughts, tlie im agination, arc ever 
craving and enjoying new objects and 
conceptions. This pleasure is based on 
tiie real needs of oiir nature.

inspect and distinguish. As ids judg- 
nieiit m atures, so does his responsibility. 
Tlie novelty alone, though still bring­ 
ing its own peculiar pleasure, is no 
longer siiflicient to w arrant his accep- 
iiuice. lie m ust find the w orth and 
utility of the new object or idea before 
lie embraces it. 
If be fail to do tliis lie 
i.s acting the part of tlie infant, tliougli 
midowed witli the powers of the m an. 
it is ju st here th at the only blame due 
to novelty .seekers can lie rigbtfully 
accorded. 
It i.s not the love of w hat is 
new th at is to be censured; that, as we 
have seen, is natural and good; it is the 
faihife to judge of its m erits or demerits, 
and the readiness to adopt it with no 
other recomraeiulatioii tlian its novelty. 
There are some wlio ni.sh indi.serini- 
inately after every new tiling. Tlie 
la.st new fa.sliion niaj' alw ays be .seen in 
their costume,

Tiiey do not jiause to ascertain v. licther 
the new fashion be -sensible and com­ 
fortable or extravagant and inconven­ 
ien t; w hether the latest design.s are 
ta.stefnl or aw kw ard; w hether the in­ 
vention be valuable or useless; w hether 
the doctrine be true or erroneous, lu 
fact, they do not exercise their judg­ 
ment on tlie m atter at ail, or, at be.st, 
only in a superficial w a y ; they accept 
w itliont w arrant, and adopt w ithout 
rea.son. 
These who set themselve.s resolutely 
'njdinKt w hatever is new, rejecting it on 
riiat account, although .seeming to be 
the. direct ojiposite of tlie others, are 
really guilty o f sim ilar folly. 
Tiiev, 
too, fail to w eigh and consider, to test 
and prove, to discrimin.ate and judge. 
Actuated by an opposite tendency, they 
yet embrace tlie .same error. 
A.s tlie 
otiiers accept witlior.t ex.aminaiion, so 
tiie.se reject w irboiit trial. 
'The one 
yield.s toimpuI.se, the otlierto prejudice. 
Tlie efi'ects of one extrem e, though 
ilitfereiit from tliose of the other, are 
ci,urdly disasirons._ If__tlie novelty 
seekers stum ble blindly on, m eeting in 
tlieir eager haste w ith many a fall and 
mishap, the novelty haters, on the other 
liand, rem ain stolidly beiiind. 
Tliey 
shiit out one chief means of tlieir ini- 
jirovenient, and lose m any ricli harvests 
of good th at will be reaped by the care­ 
ful cultivation o f new soil. Xovelry 
alone forms no ground for either aeccpt- 
anofc or rejection, tliougli it will greatly 
add to tlie pleasure of w hat is tru ly 
valuable, and to its inspiriting efiect 
upon us. 
In tlie w ords of a tliouglitful 
w riter, “ novelty ni.ay be compared to 
riie cipher in arithm etic, wliieh add.s 
g reatly to the value of significant fig­ 
ures, but when p u t by itself signille.s 
tiotliing at all.” 


A Bloodthirsty Bird. 


Tiie rcd-iieaded woodpecker is pro­ 
nounced to be a carnivorous bird by a 
correajioitdentof Js'atiiralist, wlio relates 
tlie follow ing incident as having oc­ 
curred in H um boldt C ounty, Iow a, la.st 
.Slimmer: 
“ D uring th at sum m er 
friend raised a Large num ber of black 
Cayuga clu9ks. 
I t was noticed th at 
w hile the birds w ere still very young 
m any o f them di.-appeared, one after the 
other, and the boflie.s o f several were 
found w ith the b rains picked out. 
On 
w atcliing carefully 
to ascertain the 
caii.se, a red-headed w oodpecker wa.i 
cau g h t in the act. 
H e killed the tender 
duck w ith a single blow on the head, 
and th en picked o u t and ate tiie brains. 
T hough m y friend w as an enthusia.st in 
protectlhg the b irds and squirrels th at 
cam e about his prem ises, this provoca­ 
tion w as too mucfi- 
The w ootlpeckers 
w ere speedily .shot,” 


Compost.—Are not m any of our far­ 
m ers m istaken in the value of compost 
m anure? 
Is It not often the case that 
they rate the increased value of the 
m anure by the num ber of c a rt loads of 
earth w hich they have added to it? We 
m ust not forget chat the earth adds very 
littie m anurial value to the pile, and in 
reality does little but induce a much 
quicker and more rapid action by short­ 
ening and dividing the m anure and pro­ 
ducing a more rapid and much earlier 
decay. 
I t is only a question of the ra­ 
pidity and duration of action. I f quick 
and rapid action is needed for a short 
time, then composting is the plan, and 
the only question of doubt w ill be 
w hether this kind of action will pay 
the increased cost of composting. If 
from the nature of the case a gradual 
and prolonged action is needed then 
composting is not the proper plan. 
Through all we m ust bear in miiid that 
but a little is added by this plan, and 
that for this gain alone it will not repay 
the expense. A sim ilar mistake is often 
made in valuing barnyard m anure for 
the large am ount of straw which may 
have been passed through tlie stables 
and into the yard. If enough straw or 
fodder has been applied to absorb ail 
liquids and prevent their waste, but lit­ 
tle Is gained in value by a further addi­ 
tion, and in the after liandling the 
extra am ount of long straw may prove 
an actual loss, and in m any ca.ses it 
would be more economical to apply it 
riiri ct'y to the land. 
IVe inustiioc m is­ 
take biilk for value. 


T he C u ltu re o f C hinese Yams.—Get 
tho rig h t kind of soil and properly p re ­ 
pared, p lant the tubers, and the largest 
share of the work is done. For best re ­ 
sults select a deep, dry, and ricii, soil, 
although t,''ey will grow in almost any 
kind of soil w here w heat or corn w ill, 
and do well. 
I have had them grow to 
a depth of more than two feet where tlie 
soil is not more than eight inclics deep. 
They grow w ith tlie large end down­ 
ward ; consequently they liave to be dug 
out. They should be cultivated a few 
times the first season to keep the soil 
loose and free from weeds. 
A fter the 
first year they require but littie atteii - 
tion—sim ply keep the weeds down w ith 
tlie scythe, or hoed down, as you pre­ 
fer. W hen cultivated in tlie proper 
kind of soil, the sm all tubers w ill, alter 
the first year, penetrate the earth p er­ 
pendicularly two or more feet, and will 
increase in size each year for a num ber 
of years, and are suitable for cooking at 
any tim e in the year. W hen cooked, 
the yam is dry aud farinaceous, much 
resem bling in taste and appearance, the 
common Irish potato. Tlicy siiould be 
lell in the ground until wanted for tlie 
cable, as they keep belter there, and 
freezing does not injure l.bem, but they 
will grow again the next season. They 
liave uo insect enemy, and drouth stoji’s 
their grow ing only while it lasts. 
A 
iierson can plant enough ato n e time to 
lust his fam ily for years, each year 
bringing larger yams. 
F or tliesc rea­ 
sons i consider them safer to depend on 
than ilie potato, which li.ms its enemies, 
and is so sensitive to a little freeze.— 
Western Jinral.

R e l a t iv f. I'H oFiTR —Wc o.ften ilcar 
discussions among farm ers as ro the 
comparative profits of tlieir difiereni 
systems of farm ing. 
A t one tim e the 
tide is ill favor of fruit raising; at 
another the dairy, interest is in tlie a s­ 
cendent; n ext we hear milk claims the 
precedence in profit over butler, and in 
the end we tliiiik it all amounts to th is: 
T hat for no very great length of time 
will any one system, crop or product 
remain more profitable tlian another. 
Year m arker, milk will alw ays remiiin 
the most profitable dairy product, not 
only because it cannot be carried f.ir, 
but*also because the increased Ireiglii 
wouid absorb the dificrence in prctit 
between it and oilier products of the 
dairy. F arther from the consumer bui- 
ter will do the best because it can be 
carried a consideralde distance, and be­ 
cause the decrease in bulk and w eight 
.very_malerially-euts_dowii.the_freiglitJ 
bill. A t a still greater di.stanee clicese 
will take the le.ad, tl:ough liic incn.-asc 
in w eight over butter w ill soineuTiat 
retard it. Beyoim lids the products of 
the farm can best and most economi­ 
cally find their way to m arket in ihe 
concentrated form of beef, m utton or 
pork. I t is claimed that milk and bulter 
are more profliable than beef. 'J'lds is 
only because they receive or work u[i 
more of ilie time and labor of the pro- 
prielor or his laudly. W hen ail ilie 
iabor m u s lb e ld rtd and paid for the 
difference is very mucli reduced. Jlore 
labor is expended, and it m ust make a 
more profitable commoilily, or it will 
stop. 
J f the faim and family are 
adayjted to dairying it will pay best. 


TUe Sutro Tunnel.—Conaidorable in­ 
terest IS no w being taken in the progress 
of the Sutro tnuuel, as it is advancing 
quite rapidly tow ards the Comstock, 
and 18 only 3.800 teet east of the w ork­ 
ings of th e Savage m ine. A t tho date 
of tlie last lueusurcm ent t.lio 
total 
length o t th e tuiiuel was 10,913 teet. 
T he Enterprise is autliority to r the 
statem ent th a t the tnnnel has, during 
its progress thus lar, cut tw elve sepa­ 
rate and ciistiuct ledges, yielding assays 
of trom $2 to S20. Oue of them was 
112 teet m widtli; y et not a toot of jiro- 
spectiug has beou done in either side 
o t the tunnel. T hese statem ents are of 
interest as show ing the iiniueuse lateral 
extent of th e Comstock daposits. Other 
ledges may y et be struck by the tunnel 
in Its course, anyrfr all of which may 
be w orked on the com pletion o f the 
tunnel w hen they have tim e to turn 
th eir atteution ro m ining. 
A t present, of course, th e whole 
energies of the com pany are directed 
to putting the header along so fast a.s 
piissible, so as to g et a t tlie Comstock. 
T here is not so much opposition to the 
project as form erly am ong the mine 
ow ners and pronerty ow ners of V ir­ 
ginia aud Gold H ill, and it is conceded 
th a t tlie tunnel will save great e.xpense 
draining the mines. Still they olijeet 
to the two dollars per ton royally ou 
ores; hut if it is proved th a t the tunnel 
will drain aud veutilate the mines, they 
can aft'ord easily to pay th at sum w ith­ 
out gnim bliug. Tiie projectors of the 
enterprise have shown indom italde 
pluck and energy in carrving o ut the 
plan am id so many ditticulties; and 
even if tlie tu n n el is no t constructed 
as it should be, as some aver, there 
will be plenty of opportunity to en 
large, strengthen, and im prove it. 
when the Comstock is reiichcd and 
funds are m ore plentiful.—JI 111Í113 niiti 
Scieiitifie Fress. 


Glyayrrhhin.—Tho word "glycyrrlii- 
zin” is tlie nam e applied to the aclivi- 
principle of tlie licorice root, wliicli 
bears the hotanical nam e of ¡/tycyrrhha 
glabra and y. cchinata. It has usually 
been described as an am orphous, yel- 
lowiBh-wliite powder. H aberm an has 
succeeded in preparing fvoin the com­ 
m ercial article sold by Tromrasdorff, 
h.v treating it witli a cousiderabli- 
qiiantity of glacial acetic acid, an 
alm ost colorless substance, wliicli ciy- 
stallizes from 
alcoliol in pii.smatic 
needles which usually form hem is­ 
pherical mas.ses. T his substance i<- 
extrem ely soluble in w ater and in 
strong alcohol, less soluble in ab.solute 
alcoliol, and a.s good as insoliilile in 
ether. I t has an intensely sw eet taste 
witli an irritatin g after-taste, and in 
m any of its properties corresponds re- 
njarkahly w ith glycyniiizin 
as de­ 
scribed by G orup-ilesanez in 1801. An 
alcoholic sidiitiou of this with an alco­ 
holic solution of calcium chloride give? 
a wliite liocculeut precipitate, and a 
sim ilar precipitate U obtained by m ix­ 
ing an alcoholic solution of glycyrrhi- 
zin w ith one of sugar of lead. 
When 
Ihe crystallized glycyrrliiriu is boiled 
with w ater containing 2 per cent of 
sulphuric acid, a solid resinous suli- 
siaiice of a lich t Isabella yellow eoloi 
separates, which, liowever. dillers from 
tliat described by G onip-liesatiez in 
having tlie characteristic s.veet taste 01 
glyc.vnliiziii. The a.mount of carbon 
in tiie crystaiiine substance differs u.i 
several per cent from th at in the .sub­ 
stance de.scribcd liy Goiup-Besauez. 
H aherm auu is continuing his invc.sti- 
gatiou of the new substance aud its de­ 
rivatives.

M ott has 
published a paper in which he shows 
the beneficial results of medicated ice 
where the patient has a difficulty in 
sw allow ing either on account of nerv­ 
ous irritab ility or of iiifiaramatiou of 
the larynx. H e has found tliat tbe 
■solution can be frozen w ithout either 
separating the ingredients or affecting 
their tonic or astringent properlies. 
while the ice itself is alm ost tasteless, 
file ice is prepare ! in this way : The 
solution of tlie desired strength is placed 
111 a thill glass tube, the nottom 
01 
wliicli is sm aller than the top. 
The air 
is exeludeu by a tightly fitting rubber 
cork reaching' tlie suriace of tlie liquid. 
I'lie tube is then placed in a vessel eon- 
laiiiiiig a m ixture of chopped ice and 
salt, and revolved there for tw enty 
m inutes, when the medicated solution 
will be turned into a solid mass, whicli 
can be easily removed from the glass 
cube by the application of a warm cloth 
10 the yiitsiue of tlie glass. 
Ice thus 
made has been found of great value by 
Dr. M ott ill cases of diphtheria, quinsy, 
laringitis, and eroup.

Camphor 
is 
obtained 
from

branches, by steeping them , 
wldle 
f,-es!i cut, ill w ater for two or three 
days, and tiion boiling tiicm until the 
gum , in the form or a w hite-jelly, ad­ 
heres CO a stick which is consuintly 
used in stirrin g tlin branches. 
Tiio 
fluid is Uien poured into a gl-azed vessel, 
where it concretes in a few hours. To 
purify it the Ciiiiiese take a qnaniity 01 
finely pow Jerod earth, wliicli they lay 
at tlie hotlom of a copper basin ; ovci 
this they place a layer of cam phor, and 
then another layer of earth, and so on 
until tlie vessel is nearly filled, the last 
or topmost vessel being of earth. They 
cover tliis layer w ith the leaves of a 
plant called po ho, wliicli seems to be a 
species of m entlia (m inO . 
Tiiey now 
invert a second basin over the first, and 
make ita ir-tig b t by luting. 
Tiie whole 
is Chen subm itted to llic acting o f a 
regulated lire a certain lengtli of tim e, 
aiici tlieii left to cool gradually.

opening the vessels, the camplior is 
found to liave sublimed, and to have 
adhered to liie upper basin. 
Repeti­ 
tions of the same process complete its re­ 
finem ent. 
Besides yielding (his valuable ingre­ 
dient the cam phor tree is one of the 
principal tim ber tree-s of C hina, .and is 
used not only in building hut in artiirlcs 
of furniture. T he wood is dry and of a 
light color, and although ligiit -ami 
easy to w ork, is also durable and not 
likely to be in ju red by insects.

M a h u iu ss.—In pass­ 
in g througli the country one m atter o f 
neglect is quite noticeahle; the cu ltiva­ 
tion is hehind-hand. 
N ot on ly are the 
gardens fu ll o f w eeds, but the corn and 
potatoes ex h ib it a w an t of thorough 
culture. 
T here is no royal road to a 
clea n -g a rd en and clean fields o f hoed 
crops. 
Sm oothing over occasionally 
w ill never answ er. 
T he horse and cu l­ 
tivator m ust be em ployed continuously 
and to som e purpose. 
T he on ly w a y is 
to begin'early and keep at it. T he main 
difference in size of corn and potatoes 
through th e country is not produced by 
the difference in the am ount o f fertili­ 
zers em ployed h a lf as m uch as through 
the lack o f tim ely and thorougli cultiva­ 
tion in a large nuvnher of cases. 
I t is quite noticeable that w hen a 
large am ount of m anure is put upon 
land the w eeds grow m ore abundantly 
and w ith great 
thriftiness, so that 
though m anure may take the place of 
cultivation in one sense, in another, 
h ig h ly m anured ground requires even 
m ore,cultivation to keep the food in the 
rlght.chaniiels o f grow th. 
■However, the h est th in g a man can do 
upon land that is not very good in order 
to secure grow th is to m ake his tillage 
as perfect as possible. 
T he w riter has 
had a little experience in grow in g trees 
w ithout m anure. The farm and garden 
required all the m anure that could he 
obtained. 
Our trees w ere upon poor 
soil, so poor that a June grass sod would 
not form , and in lieu o f fertilizers, the 
cultivator was u sed ; once in ten days, 
all through the growirrg season for one 
year these trees were cultivated and a 
tlrriftier lot were never seen in any soil 
or w ith any treatm ent. 
The secret lies 
in the fact that trees need avast am ount 
o f m oisture to support their grow th ; 
the cultivator passing through the soil 
so often keeps the soil open and in con­ 
dition to hold tlie m oisture near the 
surface w here the roots could partake of 
it; and again the pulverization of tlic 
soil was ju st the process to fit tlie i*le 
m ents of p!p.nt grow th for the use of the 
trees. 


H b xn kev 
B u ii-d ix g . — We 
advise 
every man to build a liennery on 
the 
same' principle tliat a fanner would 
build a barn ; first for com fort, second 
for convenience, and tlien add as m uch 
for elegance and stj-le as he is w illin g 
to pay for. B ut sucli an exitense should 
not be carried to the business account, 
to he settled ou t o f tlie profits o f tiic 
stock, hut rather to the account o f orna­ 
m ent, to be paid in the ow n er’s satis­ 
faction at fine appearances. 
The plan w e w'ould adopt for a poul­ 
try house is th is: 
B uild ou a southerly 
slope, if you can. 
D ig out for a back 
w all, to be cem ented up; then lay upon 
it a shed roof, the roof and sides sh in ­ 
gled, w ith tarred paper between tlie 
boards and shingles. 
It should be ten 
feet high iii front and five in the rear. 
On the inside have a w alk tlirec feet 
w ide running tlie w hole lengtli, liigh 
enough from tlie ground to let tlie fow ls 
under, to scratcli and go out into llie 
yard. 
Lay a fioor over tlie rest w itli 
the roosts on tlie back part with tlic, 
shelves under them to catch the drop­ 
pings, so arranged as to be removed and 
cleaned once a w eek. 
The nests for 
large hens should be a foot higli, and 
sm all at the entrance, running back tw o 
feet. 
W ith such nests as tliese, liens 
seldom learn to eat egg.=. 
J-’asten tlie 
nests on the partition w hich separates 
the walk from tlie coop. 
A building 
thirty feet long and fifteen feet wide 
may be separated into tlirce room s, 
large enough for tw enty-five fow ls to a 
room. 
Such a building c:in be put up 
for fifty dollars, and is wortli as much 
lor all practical purposes as the mo.st 
elegant huiUliiig, w h ile everybody that 
can aflbrd to keep good fow ls can alford 
such a lien n ery ,........................... 


B astaui) Ci.ovKit AS F oon .—In an 
article published ill ail .Au.siriaii agri­ 
cultural paper, Ileri-: ilo iitz Euhrniann 
warns agriculturists gonerally against 
the use of Swedisii or bastard clover as 
food for horses, 
in a dry .state tlioy re­ 
fused entirely to eat it, altliougii tlic 
iiay “ was w ell made, of good color, aiul 
an agreeable sm ell,” hut several year.s 
later, Ids hay being sliort, lie again 
offered into ids liorses; this lim e, iiow- 
ever, in a green state. 
“ Tlicy ate it un ­ 
w illin g ly and but sp arin glyan d rap id ly 
fell off' in condition, 
.'ioon an inllam - 
iiiation of tha m ucous (or lining) mem­ 
brane of the m outli appeared, which to­ 
gether with the tongue, become covered 
w ith little puniile.s. T hese, on bursiing, 
left sm all, superficial sores covered witii 
a yellow exudation w hieli gradually In­ 
creased ill dep tliall over llie tongue aiid 
gum s. 
T his condition o f tlie m outh 
necessitated a change of food, and tiie 
horse.s rapidly recovered.” 
N oeon iicc- 
tion betw een this forage and the disease 
was at rliat tim e suspected. A fterw ard, 
liow cver certain facts w iiicii cam e to 
ids know ledge induced him to exp eri­ 
m ent upon its action, w hen he found 
that by alternately givin g and w ith- 
liolding the fodder in question, he was 
able to produce or dispel at w ill sym p­ 
toms exactly sim ilar to lliosc oliserved 
earlier and described above.—UrU-niijh:

A lm ost all the people of Africa, it ap­ 
pears, drink beer; but thote who like 
this drink best are tiie Caffres. 
Tiie 
female Cafl’res are the brewers o f tiie 
beverage, to whieli they give tlic dc- 
iight.ftt! name o f “ u tsciin lia.” 
B ut iho 
tiic beer w hich lliey drink is not in tox­ 
icating; it contains, on tiic uLiier iiand, 
fattening principles. 
A s corpulency is 
a sign o f distinction am ong the Caffrcs, 
one m ay im agine, says the French 
writer, w liat a vast quantity of beer is 
con.sumcd b y each g a lla n t C'affre, so 
that he may rank am ong tlie dignitaries 
o f the nation. 
F ollow ers low er in the 
social scale have equally^ ari.stooratic 
tastes; 
consequently beer is an im ­ 
portant item in the Caflre establish- 
m snt. 
T he m alt 
em ployed in 
the 
preparation o f this beer is said not to be 
made o f barley, but. maize, and m illet. 
The grain is arranged for the purpose 
o f germ ination, then is roasted. 
The 
Cattre, w e further learn, is independent 
o f hop; he iias a substitute o f Ids own 
w liich acts as an effectual “ su b stitu te.” 
i t seem s, how ever, that the Caffre pro­ 
ceeds quite m elliod ically w ith his brew ­ 
in g, and does not appear to be mitcli 
troubled by the phenom ena of ferm en­ 
tation. 
T here are other people in C en­ 
tral A frica— th e Balonde.s, for iimtance 
— w ho brew , b u t their beer h.is no “ fat­ 
ten in g p rin cip les.” 
S till it has it.« 
recom m endations, for w e learn that in 
this d istrict beer drinkers m ay be ob- 
.served exten d ed fu ll len g th upon the 
grou n d , drunk. 
T h is circum stance, 
n a iv ely adds th e F ren ch wwiter, m.ay 
also be observed in E u rop ean countries, 
and is n ot p ecu liar to C entral A frica 
alon e.— S a n Jose S era M .

D yeing Loose C otton.—T h e w orking 
up o f cotton aud w ool in to all sorts of 
fabrics has o f late years received much 
d evelop m en t, so th at now So to 30 per 
cen t o f loose cotton m ay be added to 
wool, and th otiib ricsso w oven actually 
d eceives tlie naked eye o f the experi­ 
enced dealer; tlie only difficult poiut is 
to dye the cotton w ell and lino. 
It 
m ay, therefore, bo in terestin g to quote 
a cotton -d ye m ethod wliioh has been 
found to answ er the purpose w ell. 
IV itli fabrics that do n ot require to 
ho fu lled , ail colors can h e produced to 
resem ble Die tin ts o f w ool. 
Tlio loose 
cotton, as it proceeds from the ball, 
m ay b e loosed either by m eehanical or 
m anual labor, and as .soon as eacli raw 
cotton yarn has been boiled tw o liours 
in w ater, it is ready for dyeing; but 
that m iuiipnhition m ay be saved in 
m ost colors by im m ersing the cotton: 
us, for exam ple, for black, into a lo g ­ 
wood bath for tw o liour.s, by wiiicli 
tim e is saved. 
T lie cliief th in g to 
attend to during the b oilin g process i.s 
to turn Die cotton iucessauD y, so as to 
insure that all portions m ay be soaked 
tlirough, otlierw isc 
u oii-dycd w h ite 
spots w ouhl sh ow up, 
It is also a d v is­ 
able, to use separate vats for eiicli batli, 
by wiiiclt inucb d ye m aterial m ay be 
saved, as Die subsequent batlis then

e g g s .. T he old m ethod o f packing them 
on their sm all ends in a vessel and then 
filling it w ith lim e water is still prac­ 
ticed. T lie lim e-w ater should be salted, 
as a quart o f salt to a pailful o f lim e- 
water, w hioli la m ade by slak in g some 
lim e, then add water enoiigli to liavc it 
suflleiently th in to run am ong the eggs 
freely, and w hen it has settled turn oil' 
the clear liq u id , add the salt, and it is 
ready for use. 
E ggs preserved in this 
way six m onths or longer are n ot as 
good as fresh eggs, and there is no way 
to keep them that tim e and be as good 
as those th at are freshiy laid. 
B ut a 
better w ay for preserving eggs in small 
quantities, as for fam ily use, is to take 
line salt and pack the etrgs in it in 
layers, the sm all ends dow n, fillin g up 
the spaces betw een the eggs w ith salt. 
Keep the vessel in a dry place, or the

salt w ill becom e m oist. 
E ggs m ay bo 
tint.? kept six or nine m onths, and they 
w ill be as good as it is possible for them 
to bo by any know n preservative. 


Hl5AI.fHFUI.XESS OF .LeMONS.—IF hcil 
people feel the need of an acid, if tlicy 
would let vinegar alone and use lem ons 
or sour apples, they w ould feel ju st as 
w ell satisfied and receive no injury. 
A nd a good suggestion m ay not come 
am iss as a good plan, w lien lem ons are 
cheap in the m arket. 
A person sliouki 
in these tim es purclia.se several dozen 
at once and prepare them for use in Die 
warm daj's o f sum m er, w hen acids, 
especially citric and m alic, or acids of 
loirions and ripe fruits are so grateful 
and useful.
